The potential for an 
outstanding year in all respects is 
at hand, and leagerly await 
the start of our 2nd century year. 

I look forward to meeting all of 
you in the near future and sharing 
the promise of the year ahead.

This 
is a far cry from September 1889 
when Ridley opened its doors with 
50 students and 5 faculty. 

Looking ahead, we have a busy 
fall schedule in addition to our reg- 
ular academic, athletic and extra- 
curricular commitments. 

One of our first major events will 
occur when the entire student body 
and faculty members travel to the 
SkyDome to see the Blue Jays in 
action against the Boston Red Sox. 
Prior to the game, our Headmaster 
will be presenting a cheque to the 
Blue Jays for their support of The 
Hospital For Sick Children in 
Toronto. At the time of writing, 
over $3000 had been realized for 
this cause from the sale of t-shirts. 

We did not print the athletic 
fixture card this summer as the 
schedules for a number of our teams 
had not been finalized. Once this 
information is available, we will 
send it along to you. 

In October (5th-7th) we are 
hosting the Canadian Independent 
Schools U/13 Invitational Soccer 
Tournament involving 16 teams 
from across Canada. As host, Rid- 
ley provides billets and hospitali- 
ty for the visiting teams. Mike 
Rice and the Niagara Branch of 
the Women's Guild are busy mak- 
ing arrangements for the 225+ beds 
that will be required. 

In the theatre world, we look 
forward to the staging of One flew 
over the Cuckoo's nest, our first 
student dramatic production in the 
Mandeville Theatre at the end of 





November. The Middle School 
musical, Joseph and the Amazing 
Technicolor Dreamcoat, will be 
presented on December 14th and 
the morning of the 15th. In addi- 
tion to student productions, our 
stage will be kept busy with fall 
performances by the Theatre Be- 
yond Words, Up With People, 
Mime Unlimited, the Canadian 
Orpheus Male Choir, the Dance 
Company of St. Catharines, and 
Paul Brodie on the Saxaphone.

Freedom From Chemical Dependency 


Almost all teenagers will experi- 
ment with cigarettes, alcohol or 
other drugs, even Ridley students. 
In keeping with our commitment to 
provide a useful education both in- 
side and outside the classroom, 
three years ago Ridley College 
had its first visit from the Free- 
dom from Chemical Dependency 
foundation (FCD). This group pro- 
vides one of our major thrusts in the 
area of drug and alcohol education. 

For the past two years, the FCD 
has sent three consultants to run 
workshops for Ridley students 
mainly from grades 5 to 10. The 
main emphasis of the FCD is to in- 
struct the students in as frank a 
manner as possible about the com- 
plex dangers of all kinds of drug use 
- tobacco, alcohol, marijuana, co- 
caine - and to provide them with 
an understanding of how these sub- 
stances can intrude into the lives of 
adolescents. Finally, the hope of 
the FCD team is that it will leave 
behind in the school community 
some sort of mechanism for continu- 
ing their work in helping the stu- 
dents make good choices for them- 
selves where drugs are concerned. 

The response among the students 
to the FCD consultants is over- 
whelmingly positive. The consul- 
tants come from a variety of busi- 
ness and professional backgrounds, 
and one of the most compelling rea- 











sons for their success is that each 
of them has recovered from some 
form of addiction. The message 
that comes across from them there- 
fore has the added weight of ex- 
perience: these people know what 
they are talking about and estab- 
lish their credibility quickly with 
the students. The sessions take 
place without Ridley faculty 
present, freeing the students from 
inhibitions they might otherwise 
experience in talking about a sub- 
ject which is already fraught with 
insecurities and misinformation. 
This year the FCD consultants 
will be here during the week of 
September 25. Since many of our 
students have had two years of 
the programme, this year we plan 
to extend it to include more contact 
with the senior students, student 
leaders and, we hope, parents. 
Students who have already had 
the programme with past instruc- 
tors will still have opportunities 
for reinforcement of past teaching, 
but since a large proportion of the 
school is at the senior level, we 
want to make sure that these piv- 
otal students get the message too.
